A 840,000 Lawsuit. 


Our sister city of Bloomington has a 


840,000 suit for damages on hand, insti- 
tuted in the United States District Court 
yesterday by the Jenney Electrie Com- 
pany of Fort Wayne, Ind. The company 
sold Bloommgton a plant to light the 
city by electricity, and the council has 
refused to settle on the ground that the 
extras have not been adjusted. The $40,- 
000 is intended to cover the 831,000 rent 
due December 1st, with interest at G per 
cent; also about 817,000extni3 furnished 
the city untbr the contract between the 
city and that company. The payment of 
813,000—the second on the plant now 
operated by the city—was due the first 
of the present month, and the council at 
its last meeting, conceded that the 
amount of 813,600 for rental for the cur- 
rent year was due, and that it was draw- 
ing C per cent interest, but refused to 
order it paid. One alderman said that G 
per cent was cheaper than the city could 
borrow money.

The Lecture. 


Doctor Edward McGlynn, who will lec- 


ture at the Grand Saturday night, was 
born in New York City, September 27, 
1837. 
He was educated in the public 


schools of New York, and m 1851-60 stud- 
ied theology at the College of the Propa- 
ganda, in Rome, where he received his 
doctorate. 


In I860 he was ordained to the priest- 


hood, and on his return to the United 
States was made an assistant pastor, and 
was appointed by President Lincoln to be 
chaplain at the Central Park Military 
Hospital. 


On the death of Father Cumimrge in 


1866 he was appointed to succeed him as 
pastor of St. Stephen's church in New 
York City, and there fey his {eloquence, 
heartiness, and quick sympathy with his 
people, won their warmest affection. Dr- 
McGlynn's unwillingness to establish a 
parochial school in connection with his 
church, and his support of the public 
schools, brought him into disfavor with 
the authorities of the chnrch. 
Subse- 


quently, because of the prominent part 
he took in New York City in support of 
Henry George for mayor, he incurred the 
displeasure of Cardinal Sitneoni, and was 
ordered to Rome, but he did not go.

The Right to Make Eiffel Towers. 


Ten months after Eiffel's contract 


was made with the government he 
made another with a goldsmith named 
Jaluzot, by which he granted to the 
latter for six years the 
exclusive 


rio-ht to the reproduction of the tower 
in"large or small size, and in any ma- 
terial "whatever, and agreed to lend 
him the working drawings, sell him 
tlje borings and remnants ol tlic 
metal used in the construction of the 
tower out of which Jaluzot intended 
to make little models and soli them as 
being of the same material as the 
tower. Jaluzot proposed also to make 
small gold models, to be put in jewel- 
ers' windows as an advertisement, and 
he made a numberof agreements with 
other jewelers for the use of the gold 
and iron models. 


Eiffel, moreover, was by his contract 


to receive a peicentage of the price of 
all goods of this kind sold or rented. 
\bout a year after this contract was 
made, Ja'liuot found that a model 
maker, Uiji on, was getting out draw- 
in^ for making a model of the tower, 
iircopper, at oue-liftieth the real size, 
which has been ordered by one Pas- 
quier, who intended to exhibit it in 
America in a sort of cyclorama, with a 
painted background, representing the 
other buildings of the exposition. 
Jaluzot then broughtan action against 
Dijeon and Pasquier for infringement 
of copyright, and an action of war- 
ranty against Eiffel to compel him ^to 
make good the loss caused by the in- 
fringement. 
The court, 
however, 


found that Eiffel, by his contract with 
the state, had conveyed to it all his 
rights and privileges connected with 
the tower, including the right of re- 
producing his design ; that the conces- 
sion given him in return comprised 
the right of admitting visitors to the 
tower and of subletting the restau- 
rants, but did not convey hack to him 
the copyright of the design, v>hich, 
therefore, now belonged to the gov- 
ernment, and thus to the public. In 
selling, therefore, the exclusive right 
of reproducing the design to Jaluzot 
he sold what lie did not own, and the 
sale was consequently void, but the 
court held that lie was bound to make 
good to Jaluzot whatever "damage the 
latter suffered through the mistake. 


Meanwhile, Pasquier had brought 


suit against Jaluzot for indemnity for 
the damage he had suffered through 
the interruption of his scheme for an 
American exhibition, and the court 
decided that he was right, and that 
Jaluzot should pay him $1,200, which 
Eiffel, in his turn, should make good 
to Jaluzot, and ordered Eiffel to pay 
all the costs of all the suit-;.—Ameri- 
can Architect.

Peculiarities of the Monkey Bread Tree. 


A »0ia»t of the Forert" That Sheltered 
63,000 Soldier»-The Great Calamity 
Which Overtook the Snored 136 of Ceylon. 


Australia has a species of baobab, or 


monkey bread tree, but it is only m Af- 
rica, along the Congo river, that the 
baobab grows to perfection. Like the 
cannibal tree, the baobab grows all out 
of proportion. Its average height is 
about forty feet, but like the Dutchman 
of 
Penzance it is "as big north and 


south as it is up and down," travelers 
reporting specimens of the tree ninety 
feet in circumference. 
Old baobabs, 


with their swinging branches, resemble 
a small forest more than they do a single 
tree. Humboldt considered them "the 
oldest living organic mountains on our 
planet," setting down the ages of sev- 
eral of those examined by himself at not 
less than 5,000 years. 
A room large 


enough to furnish comfortable accom- 
modations for thirty men has been cut 
out in the trunk of a baobab, which con- 
tinued to live and nourish, 


A tree of this species planted at Kew 


Gardens in England about the beginning 
of the present century has been the 
whole of the eighty odd years attaining 
a height of less than five feet, which 
proves to the satisfaction of any fair 
minded man that English soil is not 
adapted to the extensive culture of mon- 
key bread. The fruit of the baobab tree, 
Ihe monkey bread itself, is about the 
size and shape of a common Hubbard 
Efjuash, and is said to be farinaceous and 
very nutritious. 
Taking its diameter 


and circumference into consideration, 
and saying nothing about the height, 
the baobab may be set down as the larg- 
est species of tree in the world. 


Those of my readers who are ac- 


quainted with Sonthey's w orks will re- 
member his beautiful description of the 
banyan tree in his poem, "The Curse of 
Kchama.'1 For a great many years the 
banyan tree was described hy natural- 
ibis "as being, a species of the baobab, but 
is now regarded as a spix-ies « holly dif- 
ferent, and as belonging to the palm- 
family. 
If it were not for the promise 


made'in the opening not to designate 
any one of the wonderful trees as the 
most wonderful of all trees, the appella- 
tion would certainly be applied to the 
banyan, which is not a tree, but a whole 
sy.sli'm of trees. It beenia to he inclined 
to grow downward instead of upward, 
as the trees do with which we are ac- 
quainted. It is said to seldom spring up 
from the soil, but from the heads of 
feather, brush, peacock-tail and other 
species of palm, the seed having been de- 
posited there by birds and taken root iu 
the damp, pulpy crown, so characteristic 
of trees of the palm family. The banyan, 
as hinted above, does not seem to want 
to grow up, but down. As soon as the 
brandies begin to put forth from the 
crown of the palm in which their germ 
has found lodging place, they commence 
to hunt for the ground, each branch tak- 
ing root as soon as it touches the damp, 
moist soil (it being a native of India, a 
fact which I have neglected to state). 


As these rooting branches begin to re- 


ceive nourishment they grow with 
amazing rapidity and send out dozens 
and hundreds of other branches, which, 
like the parent stein, lak.; root and soon 
form a w iklerness; a single banyan tree 
on the hanks of the rrrer Krishna being 
provided with over 4,000 steins, 390 of 
them being as large as the common elms 
of the Mississippi valley. At one time 
Kojan Dor sheltered 6,500 soldiers and 
nearly 3,000 horses under this tree,which 
may "be truly called "the giant of the 
forest." 


The natives of almost all countries 


have their sacred trees; the East Indian 
las his banyan, the Congo African his 
mobab, the South Australian his devil 
;ree, and the Ceylonese his bo tree. The 
mystic rites performed under the sacred 
shadows of the bo, perhaps, exceed in 
neathenish solemnity anything known to 
the tree worshipers of either of the other 
countries named. 


The oldest written description of the bo 


tree of C'eyloc known to exist is that by 
the Chinese historian and traveler, Fa 
Hian, who visited it in the year 414 A. 
D. According to the learned Chinaman 
it was at that time 702 years old, having 
been planted by King Devinipiatissa in 
the year 288, before our era. 


In October, 1837, after having been 


daily, one might say, almost hourly, 
worshiped for 2,175 years, the sacred 
bo met with a great calamity. For 
months the island of Ceylon had been 
parched with drought. They had as- 
sembled hy twos, tens, dozens and hun- 
dreds under its branches to pray for 
rain, but all to no purpose. In dire ex- 
tremity representatives from all parts of 
the island gathered to the number of 
many thousands and prayed to the tree 
for just one refreshing shower before 
their withered bodies should perish for 
want of water. Ilardly had the lamen 
tations extended throughout the length 
and breadth of the assemblage ere omi- 
nous clouds began to gather and the fork- 
ed lightning to flit in all fantastic freaks 


I imaginable. 
The thunder rolled, the 


winds roared and the water poured. For 
three whole dayf. and nights the island 
viii overwhelmed with water spouts 


i and cyclones. Hundreds of blind dovo- 
1 tees clung around the sacred tree and 


I were killed or drowned during the com- 


motion. For these many deaths there 
was but little mourning, however. On the 
morning of Oct. 7 there was great grief 
throughout the land, the sacred tree, 
which had withstood the cyclones which 
had rolled over the island'every year for 
twenty-one centuries, having succumbed 
to this, the giant of them all. After a 
season of mourning, which was partici- 
pated in by the entire population, the 
tree was cut into the lengths of human 
beings, wrapped in white cloth and 
cremated with as much formality and 
pomp as though each section had have 
been a member of the royal family. So 
pcrihhed the bo tree, one of the most 
wonderful natural growths in the world.
